To these circumstances, in connexion 
higknown patriotism and ardent dev 
the cause of independence, was he indebted 
for his appointment to the commitice for draft. 
ing a declaration of Independence, and sub 
sequently for being detailed as one of the two 
which constituted the sub-committee from 
that body.—Mr. Jefferson, himself, drew up 
that paper, which declared us a peopl, a na- 
tion, and only verbal corrections, it is under- 
stood, were made by his senior colleague, 
Mr. Adams. Of the valuc of that declaration 
tous, and of its effect upon almost every 
Christian nation under Heaven, it is foreign 
from our present purpose to speak, those 
things belong to the historian. 

During a part of the years 1777, 8, and 9, 
Mr. Jeflerson was employed, in conjunction 
with Wythe and Pendleton, in a@ revision of 
the laws of Virgina, and reducing to order, the 
coufusion which had arisen between the en- 
actments of the State Legislature, and the 
volum.nous codes and decisions of the parent 
government. 

In 1779, Mr. Jefferson succeeded Patrick 
Henry as Governor of his native State. His 
discharge of the duties of that office was ac- 
ceptable to the people. In 1781, he appear 
ed as the author of * the Notes on Virginia,” 
a work of much celebrity. Me was a member 
of Congress in 1782, at which time Virginia 
was preparing her constitution, of which he 
furnished the preainble, the constitution itself 
having been produced by George Mason. Mr. 
Jefferson was in 1784, connected with Doctor 
Franklin and Mr. Adams in an important mis 
sion to Europe to conclude treaties of Peace 
and Commerce, between this country and the 
different powers of the continent. 

On returning home in 1789, he was made 

Secretary of State by Washington. In 1797, 
Mr. Jefferson was ekcted Vice President of 
the United States. As the presiding officer 
of the Senate, he added tothe fume he had 
already acquired ; and his manual of Parha 
mentary duties, composed at that period, is at 
thig time the “nage mecum” of Legislative 
fficers. Mr. Jefferson was, at the second 
election from Washington's resygnation, again 
a candidate for the office of President, ae he 
had been in opposition to Mr. Adans four 
years previously, On this occasion, Wr. J. F- 
ferson obtained a majority of four votes, and 
was proclainred the third President of the U.i- 
ted States. Whatever may be the opinions of 
politicians as to the merit of Mr. Jefferson's 
administration generally, and many important 
measures of it have not been reconcile! to 
the views of all, it is conceded, we believe, 
by the country generally, that the purchase 
of Louisima and its beimg made to form an 
integral part of our country, was judicious 
and highly serviceable to the nation, Vir. 
Jetferson, in 1804, was a second time made 
president of the United States. 

When Mr.Jefferson rotire 4 from the high du- 


years and of honours,” he gave himself up 
tothe indulgence and furtherance of views 
that had long occupied his mind - the elevation 
of the literary character of Virginia.
